THE DEARTH OF DYuS. 


. BRITISH MAKERS’ PLANS: FOR 
THE FUTURE. ’ 


~ A paper read. by Mr. C.-M.. Whittaker, 
of British Dyes (Limited), at the annual 
meeting of the Society of Chemical. In- 
dustry at E lirgh, enumerated some of 
t ifficulties which the British coal-tar, 
colour industry~has encountered. as w 
result of the war. : 

Apart from deficiency of personnel—of 
trained chemists, of fitters to erect_plant, 
‘and of ‘builders to put up the buildings 


{to contain it—he pointed out that, while 


it is impossible to make any colour’ with- 
out ‘the use of nitric and aulphuric acids, 
these acids are also indispensable for -the 
‘manufacture of high explosives. This 
was théigreatest. handicap of the British 
coal-tar colour industry, because the 
supply of acids is nothing like equal to 
the. demand. : 
_Again,-of-the four most-important- raw 
or mother products of the industry, the 
distribution of one, toluol, is controlled 
by the Government, ‘and another, benzol, 
is being used largely for the production 
of pieric acid, though napthaline and 
anthracene are free markets. The. reason 
why old colours, of which. the constitu- 
tion and method. of mannfacture have 
been known for years, are not being 
freely. made at present is that the neces- 
sary. products are -not available, being 
requited for more important processes. -. 
* Plant for the manufacture-of colour on 
a scale never before. attempted in Great 
Britain ix being erected as fast as is 
humanly possible, and research is also 
ranized on a scale hitherto not 
so -that’ neglect of research 
not. in future. be counted against 
British “firms as one of their sins of 
omission, In fact, when the colour. con- 
sumers of this country come to weigh the 
efforts that have-been made for them by 
the staffs of the colour firms of this.coun-

In the last fottnight they had 
‘Jost as. many as 20,000 or 30,000, and there 
were good reasons ‘for hoping that that 
marked’. improvement would _ continue, 
With all this. there was no evidence at 
all in- the Colony of general’ overcrowd- 
ing, none that. he had-been able to find. 
The, appearance. of overerowding might 
be given by people at first going to the 
hotels before they looked around: for more 
permanent accommodation. Another small 
‘matter which might give the appearance 
of. overcrowding was that the refugees 
have no occupation in the Colony and 
spend all their time sight-seeing, Sieep- 
ing in- the streets was a point *hich had, 
been made ‘a good deal of at one time 
for another in reference to the question 
of overcrowding, bit it'-should aot be 
forgotten tha, it- was & regular and 
populdr custom in the Colony, especially 
at this-time of the year. They would’ go 
down either ‘side of the Chinese quarters 
and see. the places full. of Chinese sleep- 
ing. ‘And the weather for the past two 
months had been exceptionally: fine and 
at the same time exceptionally hot, and 
there was no evidence he could find: to 
show that tbe practico this, year. of 
sleeping in the streets had been miore 
coinmon than..usual, There was, -per- 
haps, one sinall_provigo he m3, ht make 
in that, connection, - The wight “boats 
from Canton came in at. a very late 
hour, and thus refugees’ arriving by them 
had very little time to find accommodation 
the same night. In the fine weather 
these ‘refugees had found’ it quite ¢on- 
venient to sleep in the streets and wait 
until the morning for a better oppor- 
tunity of getting. accommodation, His 
officers; and those of the Tung Wah 


'WFospital, had: been into that matter with 


the greatest caré ever since the question 
had been in danger of becoming a serious 
one. They found it necessary, before 
they could go any further, to make very 
close enquiries, and one of the many 
steps they took was to detail a complete 
district walchman force of 100 mén, who 
went out ‘threé nights of the week and 
made it their duty to maké special in- 
quiries among people who were about in 
the streets and elsewhere. These men, 
during these three nights, picked out 
only one woman who was astray, and the 


reason she was astray was simply be- 


cause she had been unable, to find tho 
address of a relative to whom she had 
been consigned, and she had-come down 
by the night boat. There was not another 
person who could strictly be called a 
refugee, and had not proper accommoda- 
tion which they could have gone to if they. 
chose. The Tung: Wah Hospital‘ autho-. 
rities could offér a lot of accommodation 
in their districts if necessary. They were. 
also prepared -to spend a large sum. of 
mioney,- $80,000 or $80,000, for erecting 
matsheds. and in any otber- way which 
might have been necessary. After the en- 
quiries he had mentione had been meade 
it was decided that it was quite 
unnecessary for them to take any. 
eicpe at all in the way ‘of erecting 
additional accommodation, and they found 
that as yet the Colony could not; in 
any way, alled*’ overcrowded, ; | Tt 
was purely a‘;maiter of ‘distribution. 
The hotels were’ overcrowded at different 
times when there was plenty of room in 
the Colony, and. as-the hotels were’ over- 
erowded.so were many cubicles. And a 
great many people had taken advantage 
ofthe stranger ‘in the Jand. and had 
sold cubicles to. them. That did not mean 
for a. moment that there was not ‘snf- 
ficient accommodation in Hongkong. If 
penalties were going to be imposed for 
this sort..of thing he was afraid that 
the heaviest. punishment. would fal] upon 
the refiagees, not upon the landlords, and 
just. at this moment, and in aJl the cir- 
cunistances, the lihe of action suggested 
was one which he could not find full 
sympathy with, and he Knew that’ the 
Chinese members of the Board ‘were en- 
tirely with him. It would, he thought, 
be sufficient if it were possible to leave 
the matter Jargely in the discretion of 
ihe President, and, as things now were, 
he suggested that a day or two should be 
allowed, im cases Where. illegal eubicles 
were discovered, for the ocenpiers to find 
other quarters. At the same time, they 
should ensure ‘that there should he no fur- 
ther offence. : Sees 

Mr. Cuan Kar Mino said he did not 
think any. of the refugees would stop in 
Hongkong any longer than they could 
help. He thought the question should 
be held over, 7 

Mr, Rowirey remarked that. the idea of 
thé representations which had been made 
hy members of the Board on the matter 
chad been in order that they might 
receive some such statement as had been 
made by the Secretary . for Chinese 
Affairs. The public would now have an 
opportunity of knowing the facis of the 
case, and the causes for panic and alarm 
had been removed. Regarding the state- 
ment made by the Secretary for Chinese 
Affairs that it was difficult to accurately 
give the population of the Colony, he!
